"The first evidence of dishonesty 


and a palpable fraud

"doctored" stone upon the capitol com- 
mission of which he is chairman. He 
immediately had the contractor, the 
Henry Struble company of Chicago, 
notified that if another piece of "doc- 
tored" stone is shipped for use in the 
capitol the contract for stone will be 
immediately cancelled. 
W. L. Younkin, representative ol 


Architect Goodhue, 
discovered 
the 


defective stone and reported to Gover- 
nor Bryan. Mr. Younkin was selected 
by the architect and his employment 
approved by the capitol commission in 
the capacity of clerk of the works. 


Governor Bryan finds there 
are 


three pieces of stone which originally 
contained seams full of pits and holes 
which had been carefully filled with a 
cement called dugan which closely re- 
sembles the color and texture of the 
stone A novice could not detect the 
filling of the cavities. The governor 
says the stone were shipped recently 
and so far as a check has been made 
none of the "doctored" material is in 
the walls. 
He had one stone sawed Into pieces 


a foot or so square and placed them 
in his office vault so that they could 
not be removed as the regulations pro- 
vide in case stone are rejected by an 
inspector. 
Itoe- defective stones were delivered 


only a few days ago and were un- 
loaded upon the floor of the terrace 
near the northwest corner of the new 
capitol.

N summer we should be free from colds and all thei 
other ailments of winter weather. There seems to j 
be no excuse for "taking cold" in hot weather. On 


this account the victim and his friends are disgusted. 
They feel almost as if it were a sign of painful weak- 
ness to be laid low by a summer cold. 


As a matter of fact, a cold is an evidence of weak- ] 


ness. When you take cold, it is pretty nearly a cer- 
tainty that you have neglected yourself in some way. 


If you overwork and overworry, if you lose sleep, 


if you neglect your meals and bolt your food, you are 
preparing for trouble. If you sleep without ventilation, l '^ COPJHLJOTO 
if you spend much of your time in the atmosphere of 
dusty, smoky, germ-laden rooms, ^ou may be attacked. If 7°° n^ ^ 
bathe, if you permit yourself to become constipated, if you overlook 
cleanliness of your mouth and teeth, : 
have opened the way for a eumm«r cold. 
To precipitate the attack all you have 


to do is to get hot and sweaty and then 
lie down in the open air for a Itttle 
"snooze." You will wake up chiny and 
sneezing and will swiftly <ievelop the 
further symptoms of a cold. 
The nose and throat always carry the 
gerroa of influenza and pneumonia. For- 
tunately, our powers of resistance are 
sufficient to guard against their attacks. 
With reasonable care of our bodies, we 
need not woiTy about Infection from one 
of these germs. But if we neglect our- 
selves they get busy at once. They are 
restless and sleepless. 
We think of influensa In terms of 
epidemics. This disease makes no im- 
pression upon us except when It sweeps 
the entire community. 
As a matter of fact, however. Influ- 


enza Is- with us all the time. Nobody 
has heard influenza mentioned for the 
past six months, and yet there hare 
been reported In New York city during 
that period hundreds of casea. Many 
of these have been fatal. 


fC summer cold means a summer hi- 
fectlon. A great many of these infec- 
tions are caused by the germ of influ- 
enza. On this account every illness of 
this sort should be taken seriously and 
property treated. 
If you feel a cold coming on, get tato 


& hot bath, drink a lot of hot water or 
hot 'leroona'fl* while In the'tub, go to 
bed between blankets, and stay there 
for an hour or two while you sweat. 
After this, sponge off with cold water 
or alcohol and go to bed between dry 
sheets. 
The chances are you win be abom 
well the next day. If not, if you have 
fever and headache, sneezing and cough- 
ing, stay in bed another day. 
Avoid the rest of the family and be 
cartful about the eating utensils and 
the toilet articles. They must be boiled 
before being used by well persons. Wash 
your hands and face before coming in 
contact with others. 
These colds are "catching." and care 
on your part will save un happiness for 
the rest ol your family and friends.

Solving the Problem of the City Yard as a Playground. 


rr-iHE problems of the city yard In 


I summer are many, but the most 


glaring, perhaps. Is Its lack of 


privacy. The yard Is the only out- 
let for children who must have as 
much outdoor fun and freedom as can 
be managed and yet not annoy the 
neighbors. Now we all know that to 
be dressed up all fhe time is agony for 
the youngsters who want to play in the 
dirt," but when they are always on view, 
what is to be done? Fences and walls 
in many small towns and cities are in 
negligible quantity, or are abolished 
altogether in favor of low hedges, or 
none at alL 
'

In one town a family with four chil- 
dren sised up the situation and after 
one unhappy summer, living their lives 
In semi-publicity, with don'ts of all 
kinds uppermost In mind, they took 
definite action.

If the racket 
material does not yield to the irregu- 
larities of the surfaces in contact with 
it, it can not seal the joint Owing to 
the necessity of using compressible 
material, it usually becomes necessary 
to replace them when removed.

The plot of one of the latest books is founded on 


the deception of a man who was rich and who did not 
let the girl know it 
When they were married she 


•was looking forward to keeping house in a cottage and 
what she got vas a mansion tilled with servants and 
rich and rare cars at her beck and call. It says bhe 
tinally became contented with her lot. We doubt it. 
That is not a proper ending, for whoever heard of a 
couple that had the care ot a house and a lot of serv- 
ants and three or four cars, each with a battery that 
had to be exercised every day or so, living happily 
ever after? We shall not lead that book for pleasure. 


Consider the case. Here is a young woman who 


had been led to expect that she would share the de- 
lightful dreams of youth with her husband, that she 
would help him plan how to wrest from the world a 
little competency, enjoy the sacrifices and the close 
companionship that are a part of living under such 
circumstances. Instead of^that she must weary her 
days with placating servants, rowing with a dress- 
maker, giving dinners this month to all the people she 
took dinner with last month, learning to smoke cigarets, 
accustom herself to an occasional shot of hooch or be 
placarded as a poor sport, share her husband's society 
with other women. Was she cheated? 
We should 


say she was. 


After all, when one thinks it over, there isn't much 


mystery about why the people do not regard Henry 
Ford, probably the world's richest man, as their natural 
enemy, as they do the Morgans and Rockefellers and 
men of that type. The reason why they think so highly 
of Mr. Ford is that he has won his fortune in a com- 
petitive field, without any of the adventitious aids that 
special legislation, special privileges or rebates have 
given other great accumulations of wealth. It makes 
a lot of difference with most folks how you get it. 


Even If men had never felt the need of religion or 


any urge to find out why they came upon earth, it would 
not have taken very many centuries to have discovered 
the practical, common sense value of decent conduct, 
the principal output of religion. Morality and law have 
the same roots. Individual men found out long ago 
that there was neither physical pleasure nor mental 
exhilaration in immoral practices, and as they gained 
in self-control they changed their conduct to corre- 
spond. They found that to make themselves secure in 
the fruits of thrift, industry and decent conduct law- 
was necessary. 
This merely imposes on others the 


same restraint they found wholesome themselves. 


The consul general at New York has just completed 


a survey of the Swedes of the country, which shows 
that 87.6 per cent of all Scandinavian immigrants be- 
come 100 per cent Americans •within ten years after 
they get here. That is, they are able to speak and read 
English and are naturalized "within that time. 
The 
average for all nationalities is 56.9 per cent 
The 


Swedes do not congregate in cities, but most of them 
go to the farms. It is always invidious to make com- 
parisons, but these facts are worth noting as indicating 
the kind of immigrants that are most in favor with 
Americans. 


The effort now being made in congress to secure 


the enactment of a uniform marriage and divorce law 
should receive the support of every thoughtful citizen, 
who regards the present situation with concern. It is 
a sober, sensible attempt to solve a very important 
problem that goes to the very bottom of our social life. 
Nothing radical or unusual is contained In the proposed 
law. It merely combines the best features of existing 
Btate laws, and aims to do away -with the anomalous 
situation that we hare of forty-eight different statutes 
on these two subjects. 


Nebraskans who are not In close touch with condi- 


tions will be surprised that the production of poultry 
has reached such proportions that we now market more 
than does California, which has been better advertised 
in this respect, and that the returns from it this year 
•will be greater than the average wheat crop. 
This 


condition, the experts say, is permanent, and that next 
to corn Nebraska farmers will yearly receive the largest 
amount of money of anything produced on the farm. 


The announcement that the reclamation service and 


the -water-users have about reached an agreement 
whereby the purchasers of land under the government 
ditch in the North Platte valley may work out their 
financial salvation In an orderly manner and not tinder 
pressure means much to a section of the state that has 
had a heary burden to bear. The truth is that the gov- 
ernment imposed too heavy a burden of payments on 
them, and can well afford to lengthen the period for 
the remainder.
